The Mast Glimpses of 
Andree’s Balloon

UBLIC attention has again been called to 
the daring aérial adventure of the Swedish 
voyager, M. Andrée, who, accompanied by 

his friends, Strindberg and Fraenkel, left Danes 
Island, Spitzbergen, in his balloon ‘‘ Eagle ’* on 
Sunday, July 11 last, on a voyage to discover the 
North Pole. King Oscar, Mr. Alfred Noebel, and 
Baron Dickson subscribed munificently for the 
making and equipment of the ‘“‘ Eagle ” balloon, 
alleged news of which reached us from time to 
time by means of pigeon-messages, which were 
found, however, to be mere canards. -‘“* Greet- 
| ings at home to Sweden!” formed Andrée’s 
farewell to his friends as the ‘‘EKagle’’ soared 
| from its wooden house. Narrowly escaping 

collision with a jutting rock on the east side of 
Smeerenburg Sound, the balloon-car was shortly 
afterwards 


Nearly Swamped 
as the sky-ship was blown by a gust of wind sea- 
wards. But the ‘* Eagle’ was soon up again, 
and sailed over the Hollaendernaes peninsula 
| Northward ho! 

Dr. S. A. Andrée had for many years pre- 
viously been well known as a scientific aéronaut 
of particular experience in long voyages. He 
has made many ascents for experimental pur- 
poses, building up his knowledge of ballooning 
possibilities gradually but surely. Two years

The Balloon Cost £2000. 


It is about 75 English feet from the opening 
of the balloon proper to the top, and, roughly, 
100 ft. high from the top to the bottom of the 
basket. It is made of ‘three thicknesses of silk, 
held together with varnish and overla'd with two 
coats of varnish. Although this balloon may be 
regarded as being in almost every respect a 
novelty, the most striking characteristic is the 
Guiding and Steering Apparatus. 
This apparatus consists mainly of guiding ropes 
of different lengths, the shortest being about 


1000 ft. and the longest about 1200 ft. in 
| length. These ropes hang from the bearing- 


| ring just above the car, and drag along the 
| earth or ice. The idea of having different 
| lengths of rope is that in case one of them got 
foul of some object, the others should run free. 

These guiding-ropes drag after the balloon, and 
/ are shifted by the voyager as he wills, so that 
| their weight and hold on the balloon shall affect 
its course in one direction or another.

But if this had been the case, he would surely 
have descended to tell his wonderful story. 


What was more likely was that Andrée had been 
driven out of his course, and was waiting for 
a southerly wind to drive him north again. Herr 
Gorehgrevink did not. believe that Andrée was 
the man to come down, unless accident or 
hunger compelled him, before he had done all 
that could be done to accomplish his purpose.

His determination and perseverance are extra- 
ordinary, and what is even more, Andrée knows 
what he has to face ; he is fully acquainted with 
the difficulties and dangers and possible acci- 
dents that lie in his path. He questioned me 
a grew deal before he staried as to the wind 
currents in the Arctic Circle, of which I have 
made a careful study. To my mind, his chief 
danger is the risk of being becalmed above the 
Pole, for there the rotatory motion of the earth 
is at its slowest, and there is likely to be an 
almost complete calm in ‘the innermost Arctic 
region.’ 

** * How will he protect himself from the intense 
cold?’ I asked. 

“ < He has a Warming Apparatus 

in his car, which, by the way, is fitted up like a 
small saloon. But he will naturally feel the cold 
intensely, more so than if he were on the ground.

escape him in providing against danger. He is

George E. Barnes, the men’s secretary, asserts, on the other 
hand, that the Engineers will aeeoe to no settlement which 
does not include the forty-eight hours’ week. He thinks that 
the struggle will last a couple of months more, and will 
then be terminated by this concession. Meanwhile, the 
employers profess to believe that it is only a question of 
time before the strike fund of the Engineers’ Society will 
be exhausted, and the men forced to give in. Can any- 
thing be more ruinous to an industry than a protracted 
strike or lock-out such as these two determined attitudes 
involve? Business is going abroad at an extraordinary 
rate, and a good deal of it will never be recovered, Is it 
really worth while, on the part of the employers or the 
men, to allow this state of things to go on? It may reason- 
ably be doubted, in face of the successful experiment with 
the eight-hours’ day which has been made by various 
engineering firms, among others that of which Mr. Mather 
is the head.

NE of my correspondents who 
wishes to reside in the country, 
asks what he had best do upon a 
small place of 12} acres, of 
which he has the offer. He says 
he has £900, and he is willing to 
lay out freely if he can make a 
good thing out of it. The price 
is £295, and there is a cottage, a 
good-sized barn and a stable. 
Also, I am to lay out the place 
for him, and have been over it 
for that purpose. I am often 
asked for help in such cases 
as this, so the scheme I haye

for butter and pork, and make poultry and fruit his side 
specialities. I will keep to the 12} acres, and am suggest- 
ing that he keep a useful farmhouse woman-servant and a 
strong lad to do the steady work. He will begin with three 
cows—half-bred Jerseys—four brood sows, a light cart- 
horse, nine stock hen turkeys and a tom, and fifty hens for 
laying—buff Leghorns for choice. He will plant 


gooseberries and blackcurrants — alternating with every 
fifth row dwarf cherry-trees or Victoria plums. There will 
be a capital range for turkeys in the belt of hedgerow— 
holly and spruce fir — that borders the place and covers 
1} acres of the estate; and I would devote that to them 
entirely, putting a 6-ft. high wire fence around the whole 
of it excepting the part that goio the 1}-acre pasture- 
field behind the stable. The belt is a grand adjunct on 
such a place in that locality, where the north and east 
winds are so keen. The 1-acre arable (north corner) he 
can work for green crops, such as tares and oats, rye-grass 
and giant clover, comfrey and lucerne, keeping up suc- || 
ce.sions of them in small plots, so as to have something to

There is room in the 14 acres within the farmyard for pig- 
pens, etc., and also for a good

but being of such an unusually large area, I would devote 
it specially to pigs; in fact, it seems that that must haye 
been the original plan in building it in that way. Now as 
to outlay. We will suppose there is £600 clear. The owner 
must put by £100 for accidents and contingencies, and £100 
for household expenses for a year. Also he must put by 
£50 for servants’ wages, ete. That leaves £350 to work 
with. Let me ‘say here, if every farmer whois farming 
land in this country to-day could have only onë half of that 
capital clear for every ten acres, we should soon hear the 
last of agricultural depression in this country. I will give 
the cost of the stock and of preparing and planting the 
fruit-land next week; and I will only add now that this 
place when in full work ought to bring in a clear £250 a 
year. Pork and butter, poultry and fruit, are to be its 
mainstays. ¢ : 
The Keeping of Pigs. 


Let us have a few words about pork. A Berkshire sow 
breeding to a middle white Yorkshire boar will give pigs- 
like those in the sketch.

money cost, it must follow that only meal will be to buy. 
Meal in the proportion of one part barley to two parts 
middlings—all grown and crushed on the farm—need cost 
only the seed and labour and cultivating. I put it thus 
because where crops of barley and wheat of any given 
number of bushels to the acre can be grown, and a 
systematic area be cultivated, the head of pig stock the 
farm will keep can be estimated to a figure. Mr. Sanders 
Spencer, one of the best authorities on pigs in this country, 


puts it that

11b. of extra weight for every 41b. of meal food. Now, if 
corn can be grown at a profit without any extra outlay of 
labour and wages, on land that is part of the farm, and 


that is estimated for in the yearly estimate of labour and | 


expenses, it must pay best to use that corn on the farm, 
and thus keep the corn and meal bill at a low point. In 
fact, the more self sustaining a farm is the better profit 
there must be over the outgoings from thatfarm. Q.E.D.— 
If pork can be made at the rate of 11b. for every 4 ib. of 
meal food, must it not be made more cheaply still when the 
skim milk, potatoes, and green food are all thrown in?

HE QUEEN’S MESSAGE TO LORD 
ELGIN.— While benefiting by her autumn 
sojourn in the bracing Valley of the Dee, and 
entertaining members of the Royal Family at 

Balmoral, Her Majesty studies with sympathetic interest 
the progress of her gallant troops on the North-West 
Frontier of India. The Viceroy at Simla has received the 
following telegram from the Queen-Empress: “I am 
deeply grieved at the loss of so many brave officers and 
men, and I wish to know how the wounded are going on. 
The conduct of the troops is most admirable.” 


Her Majesty went to Abergeldie Castle on Sunday 
afternoon last, took tea with the Duke and Duchess cf 
Connaught, and was there joined by Princess Henry and 
her two eldest children, with Prince and Princess Francis 
Joseph of Battenberg and Prince Christian Victor cf 
Schleswig-Holstein. 


The Prince of Wales left Bernstorff Castle last 
Monday morning for Homburg, on a visit to the Empre:s 
Frederick prior to his return to England. The Prince and 
Princess will soon arrive in Scotland on a visit to the Queen 
and the Duke and Duchess of Fife. Truth says it is untrue 
that Prince Charles of Denmark is to enter the British Navy. 


The Queen of Denmark (says the World) received 
a large number of presents on her eightieth birthday, aid 
nearly every member of the Royal Family gave Her 
Majesty a piece of jewellery and a huge basket of flowers, 
The Prince of Wales’s bouquet was of red and white roses, 
and the Princess gave two, one of violets and the other cf 
roses and mignonette. The Emperor of Russia sent his 
grandmother a splendid and most luxurious carriage, with 
every modern improvement. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales gave some portraits in richly carved oak frames. 


The Duke of Connaught and Prince Francis 
Joseph of Battenberg (according to “ Atlas”) had excel- 
lent sport last week in the Queen’s forest of Ballochbuie, 
several stags having been killed, the best of which weighed 
close upon nineteen stone, and had a splendid head of 
twelve points. It was brought down by the Duke of 
Connaught. 


_ The Duke of York also Shot a Stag on the 17th 
inst. while staying at Guisachan as guest of Lord Tweed- 
mouth. Tbe same day the Duchess of York went out 
driving, and paid a visit to the Dowager Lady Tweedmouth 
at Kerron House. On Saturday last there was a deer drive 
through a portion of the d er forest, and ‘en stags were 
killed, two of these falling to the Duke of York’s rifle. The 
Duke and Duchess leave Guisachan on Friday, and proceed 
to Balmoral on a visit to the Queen. Lord Rosebery passed 
through Inverness on Monday morning for Guisachan, 
where he joined the Royal party. 


The Conclusion of the Terms of Peace at 
Last Between Turkey and Greece must be a great 
source of satisfaction to the Marquis of Salisbury, who has 
had repeated interviews with the different Foreign Ministers 
in London. But the Athens Correspondent of the Daily 
News points out the reason for the great dissatisfaction 
with the treaty existing in the Greek capital. He writes: 
“It cannot be denied that the new treaty, besides stripping 
Greece of every means of defending Thessaly against 
invasion, imposes two very iniquitous conditions upon the 
already exhausted country, which really have no place in 
a Greeco-Turkish treaty. I mean, first, that the foreign 
bondholders, two-thirds of whom are Germans, represented 
by Jewish bankers ot Berlin and Frankfort, are made 
supreme arbiters of the fate of Greece, inasmuch as they 
may now dictate any terms of settlement they may see fit 
to the Greek Government and Chamber, which are obliged 
to accept them before Thessaly can be evacuated. And it 
is but reasonable to suppose that these creditors, smarting 
with past losses, will not fail to screw out the last possible 
farthing.” Greece must, of course, pay her debts, however 
unpalatable this just course may be to her in common with 


| other thriftless bankrupts. 


The Anglo-Indian Relief of Fort Gulistan 
was one of the most notable successes of our forces 
on the North-West Frontier of India, for the threaten- 
ing forces of the enemy offered tremendous odds. 
General Yeatman Biggs marched to Fort Lockhart, which 
had been gallantly defended. With the ingenuity engen- 
dered by men when in a tight corner, the garrison had 
improvised a ‘scatter gun,” using for the purpose a 
telegraph post bound with wire and some fireballs consist- 
ing of yarn thoroughly soaked with oil. These were 
bound on a stick, and by an ingenious device were thrown 
to a distance of fifty yards outside the fort. They burst 
into a bright flame as they circled through the air, and, 
much like the star shell, threw a brilliant light for a 
considerable distance round. They were invaluable during 
the night attacks of the enemy, clearly showing all the 
movements the tribesmen desired to keep secret. From 
hence the rescuers made a forced march against the enemy. 


General Yeatman Biggs found that the Saraghari 
Post and the ridge of high ground bearing the same name 
were in the hands of the Afridi tribesmen, who numbered 
thousands of men. He at once brought his artillery to bear 
upon them, and with such effect that the enemy retreated 
without waiting for close quarters. This success opened 
the direct road to Gulistan (of which we give a Sketch) ; 
and, pressing forward, the General found another strong 
Gathering. of tribesmen. His arrival probably saved 

ulistan from capture, for the enemy had made their way 
to within 400 yards of the fort, and were about to attempt 
its capture by storm. Here, again, the enemy shirked a 
square fight. As soon as our artillery opened on them they 
hurriedly retreated north-west in the direction of Khanki. 
General Biggs followed them, making effective play with 
his artillery on the way. Our men, however, could not 
overtake or outflank the tribesmen, and ultimately the 
column returned to Fort Lockhart, with the exception of 
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the 2nd Punjab Infantry and two guns, which were left at 
Gulistan to strengthen the garrison. The artillery fire was 
at long range, but the enemy must have suffered consider- 
ably from it. Gulistan means in Persian ‘‘ Rose-garden,” 
but it was not very pacific during the recent siege though. 


The Story of Major Des Voeux’s Children, 
told by a correspondent, is very amusing.

General Jeffreys’s Smart Fight at Damo- 
dota.—Reuter’s Special Service Agent communicated the 
following important despatch from Camp Inayate on 
Sept. 18: General Jeffreys, with four guns and fifteen 
companies of infantry and one of sappers, to-day moved 
out from here to attack the enemy near the village of 
Damodota. The enemy held the village and fought well, but 
were soon driven up into the hills. Their towers were then 
demolished, and our troops retired, carrying off 400 mule- 
loads of supplies. Immediately the British force was ordered 
to retire the enemy showed again in force. The Guides 
covered the movement down the hill, and their steady retire- 
ment, as well as the smart manner in which Major Cam 
bell handled his regiment, excited the admiration of all. 
Near the bottom of the hill, the Guides having retired 
through the Buffs, the Sikhs and Dogras, the Buffs formed 
the rearguard, and the whole force moved away from the 
hills with a total loss of two killed and six wounded, all 
belonging to the native ranks. This small loss was due 
to the skill with which the Brigadier handled his troops. 
The enemy’s loss on the 16th is said to have been very 
heavy. e tribes engaged did not press the Brigade 
during its retirement, but fresh bodies of tribesmen from 
the west of the valley came on directly the reti:ement 
commenced. 
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Captain Ryder’s Company of Sikhs were 
dea’ beat (continues Rantre e after their heavy 
climb, and had no water when the tribesmen attacked 
them in great numbers. Their ammunition soon ran short, 
and they then retreated, fighting their way gallantly 
towards the Guides, who had taken up a position to cover 
the Sikhs. The enemy's swordsmen were actually among 
the Sikhs when an Afridi Havildar of the Guides filled a 
canvas cartridge-carriage, and, dashing up the hill, reached 
the Sikhs, and gave them the ammunition. When the guns 
missed, the main column, during the retirement on the 16th, 
took up a position in the village. 


Lieutenant Watson, R.E., with Five Buffs, 
gallantly cleared off a large party of the enemy who were 
attempting to get into the village again at the rear. Going 
back alone, Lieutenant Watson brought up some more men 
and attacked another party. ile so doing he was 
wounded in three places. Lieutenant Harrington’s con- 
dition is very critical. All the other wounded officers are 
doing well, and all the wounded men except three are 
also progressing satisfactorily. A convoy of supplies and

The Plan of Operations with which General 
Sir Bindon Blood’s Division was Entrusted 
has been changed. This division has now been ordered to 
operate against the Mamunds in Bajaur territory, while 
General Elles’s division will advance alone against the 
gathering of the Upper Mohmandsat Jarobi, three marches 
distant. The Political Officer has arrived at a settlement 
with the Lower Mohmands. The conditions are the pay- 
ment by the tribe of a fine of 5000 rupees, and the surrender 
of all Enfield and breech-loading rifles, 300 ordinary 
guns, and 300 swords, these conditions to be fulfilled 
within seven days. 


General Westmacott’s Brigade Crossed the 
Nahaki Pass last Sunday, taking with them the entire 
transport. This, considering the difficulties of the ascent, 
was a remarkable achievement, for which the Sappers and 
Bombay Pioneers deserve the highest credit. Communica- 
tion by heliograph had been open all day with General Sir 
Bindon Blood. 


Brigadier-General P. D. Jeffreys, C.B., Com- 
mander of the forces engaged, and himself wounded, was 
for some years an officer of the Connaught Rangers, whom 
he joined in 1866, saa a Colonel in 1894. He served 
in the Zulu War of 1879, in Burma in 1886 and 1887, and on 
the staff of the Zhob Field Force in 1890. Latterly he has 
been Assistant-Adjutant-General on the Staff of the 
Comma nder-in-Chief in India. 


Lieutenant V. Hughes. P.S., wing officer of the 
35th Regiment of Bengal Infantry, reported killed in the 
fighting with the Mamunds, entered the  Lincolnshiie 
Regiment in 1888, and joined the Indian Staff Corps in 
1891. He held the certificate for the Hythe School of 
Musketry, and also passed in native languages. This was 
his first campaign. 


Westminster Pier Demolished.—Thames - side 
travellers and loungers have had quite a little sensation in 
the smash of Westminster Pier, which is almost in front of 
the Clock Tower on the east side of Westminster Bridge. 
During a high tide in the small hours < 
of Tuesday, Sept. 14, the pontoon of 
the pier jammed in the slides, and the 
force of the tide burst up the deck. 
The noise aroused the man in charge, 
named Sales, who clambered through 
the window of his cabin, and, getting 
Ipon the roof, called for assistance. 
The fortunate arrival of a bout was 
the means of saving Sales, who was 
transfered to St. Thomas's Hospital, 
suffering from shock and loss of 
blood. The pier had in the mean- 
time become a complete wreck, and 
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disappeared from view, débris being found later on as far 
away as Chelsea and Battersea Piers. The site where the 
pier used to be was visited next day by thousands of 
people, who hung over the bridge and Embankment in the 
evident expectation that something fresh would occur. 
But at high water there was nothing to be seen save the 
flag of the Thames Conservancy and some floating timber. 
Westminster Pier has been notable for the embarkation of

Improving in clear, incisive oratory with every fresh speech 
he makes, Lord Rosebery in the same week spoke 
eloquently as a patriot Seot in praise of William Wallace, 
apropos of another great Scottish celebration. Coming to 
the great street improvement in Edinburgh, we heartily 
congratulate the City on its clever rising generation of 
architects. One of the most tasteful and talented of 
these is Mr. Alexander MacNaughton, of North Lauder 
Road, a gentleman who in the handsome mansions 
he has built for Mr. Macmillan and Mr. Hughes, both 
Edinburgh citizens of mark, has conclusively shown 
how elegance and luxury can be best combined with 
the greatest comfort. It was in the early part of '95 
that Sir William Arrol signed the contract for Edin- 
burgh’s New North Bridge. Congratulations to Sir 
William and to the builders on the completion of the work. 
Messrs. Beattie used in the construction of their part of the 
work 109,000 cubic feet of ashlar, equal to 8333 tons; 
nearly 3,000,000 bricks, and 800 tons of concrete. Walking 
towards the south, the great difference in the breadth of 
the bridge and that of North Bridge Street is very 
apparent. The bridge cost about £90,000, and of that the 
North British Railway contributed £30,000. The engineers 
were Messrs. Cunningham, Blyth, and Westland, C.E. ; 
Mr. Robert Norham designed the elevations; and the 
contractors were Sir William Arrol and Company, Limited, 
and Messrs. William Beattie and Sons, Edinburgh. 


The People’s Palace in Glasgow.—The Sketch 
which we give is that of the New People’s Palace which 
has been erected on Glasgow Green.

few other prominent 
citizens started the 
North American Trad- 
ing Company, now the 
largestfurtradingcom- ‘ 
pany in the world. He aie fa 
also owns very big shares in most of the mining claims in 
Klondyke. Captain Heuly was sent for by the Government, 
and conferred with them, and built the fort at the entrance 
of the Chilkoot Pass. He was a friend of “ Sitting Bull,’ 
the noted Indian chief. 


Mr. Thomas Deasy on Klondyke Gold.—Com- 
mander Wells, Chief of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, 
has received a communication from the Chief Officer of 
the Fire Department of Victoria, British Columbia, 
Mr, Thomas Deasy, in reference to the gold discoveries 
in Klondyke. Mr. Deasy, whose letter is dated Aug. 27, 
1897, states that he writes “thinking that the gold 
fever will engage the attention of many English- 
men, and reading several extracts from British papers 
which are ridiculous.” The writer proceeds: ‘* The 
reports of gold finds are not exaggerated. Think of one 
man panning out $5000 in one day. In miners’ cabins are 
five-gallon oil-cans filled with gold. Men went in last 
year without a cent, and are back with hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Labour is scaree; wages $15 per 
day. The reason I write to you is to prevent poor men 
from leaving their homes without the means to reach the 
mines. A great many will meet privation and disappoint- 
ment. Men leaving this city cannot outfit for a year and 
pay their way with less than £100, In a year things will 

different. A ar number of my firemen caught ‘the 
fever.’ They left last month for Klondyke. It is no 
unusual sight here to notice rough, bearded men carrying 
valises filled to the top with the yellow metal.”

It is thought that she was killed in a 
field some distance from the Thames, and that the body 
was then dragged to the bank and thrown into the river 
by the murderer. The police at Maidenhead and Windsor 
have been busily investigating the circumstances of the 
crime. The murdered girl ha gained the complete con- 
fidence of her employers, and acted as housekeeper of their 
business establishment. As faras they know, she had no 
lover. She was very respectably connected, and she was 
always modest and-well-behaved. In fact, her employers 
valued her services so highly that they were about to make 
a substantial increase in her salary, 


The Shooting of alClapham Cler an, the 
Rev. C. Aubrey Price, was one of the mysterious

months prior to the date of the tragedy, when he began to 
entertain groundless feelings of jealousy. The woman was 
last seen alive about ten minutes past twelve o’clock on the 
night of July 21, when the prisoner endeavoured to commit 
suicide in the Thames, and his wife’s dead body was 
discovered shortly after in the basement of the café. 
Dr. Scott, the medical officer of Holloway Jail, and Dr. 
H. C. Bastian, expressed an opinion that he was suffering 
from insane delusions, and that at the time of the act he 
was not responsible for his actions. The prisoner was 
ordered to be detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure.— 
Next day, the same Artist sketched a bigamist under the 
same roof. The accused was a tea-planter named Richard- 
son William Fowke. He had left his wife in Ceylon, 
and, although he was corresponding with her on the 
most affectionate terms, he made the acquaintance 
of, and ultimately went through the ceremony of mar- 
riage with, a Mrs. Benson, in whose house, in De Vere 
Gardens, Kensington, he had resided for a few days only. 
He described himself as a single man. They stayed one 
night at the Langham Hotel, and another night at the 
Hotel Cecil, and on the second day he left her at the latter 
hotel. He did not tell her he should not return, but he 
seemed to have gone off with a young woman who had 
visited him, and who =e at the Hotel Cecil the night 
before he disappeared. The defence was that the prisoner 
was practically insane at the time of the second marriage, 
and a number ‘of witnesses were called to sprak to his 
suffering from delirium tremens. Sentence was postponed 
until next Sessions. 


An Atrocious Crime which has been perpetrated in

boy, named Willie Barrett, 
aged six, took place last 
week. The unfortunate lad 
was discovered in a dying 
condition by one of the 
masters at Holbrook Road 
Board School on a piece of 
waste ground _ between 
Harold Road and Plashet 
Lane, Upton Park. He 
expired while being carried 
to the surgery of Dr. Blake. 
The sad story is fully told 
below in the report of the 
inquest opened on the little 
fellow at West Ham. The WILLIE BARRETT, 
child’s father is a stoker, The Little Lad Strangled by 
and resides at St. Leonard’s a Wild Beast of a Man 
Road, Bromley. The body, at Upton Park. 
which was lying in a little p A 
white coffin. was carefully examined by the jury. Two 
marks were distinctly visible over the region of the heart, 
and attention was specially drawn to them by the coroner’s 
officer. The first witness called wasChristiana Charlotte Bar- 
rett, who appeared greatly distressed. She said deceased was 
her son, and was a siung healthy boy. On Wednesday, 
Sept. 15, he went to school both morning and afternoon. He 
attended the Marner Street Board School, and returned 
home at 4.15 on the afternoon of that day. Hecame in and 
had some bread and butter, and went out into the street 
to play. She did not again see him alive. William 
Hall, residing at Elizabeth Road, East Ham, assistant 
schoolmaster at Holbrook Road Board School, West 
Ham, deposed that on the Wednesday evening, about 
7.15, he was crossing some waste ground at the back 
of the new Harold Road Board School, and heard a 
slight groan, and noticed the leg of a boy. He had 
no shoes or stockings, and his knickerbockers were drawn 
up tightly over the knees. Another gentleman was 

sing, and witness called his attention to the boy. They 
th examined the boy, raised his head, and the child gave 
aslight groan. He did not speak. They rubbed his feet 
and hands, and placed him on his feet, but he could not 
stand. The child writhed and moaned and clutched their 
hands and clothing, and rolled about pers, in great 
pain. After rubbing the lad, he ejaculated “ Home,” and 
seemed to be trying to tell them his name. Deceased 
was carried to br. Blake’s s in Khedive Road. 
Every effort is being made by the local police with the 
object of securing the arrest of the boy’s murderer. 
Information was received at the Forest Gate Police-Station 
that a man of suspicious appearance was seen at three 
o'clock on the Wednesday afternoon, an hour before the boy 
was missed, walking over Bromley Railway Station bridge, in 
the direction of the boy’s house in St. Leonard’s Road. A 
description of this man states that he is between forty and 
forty-five, and about 5ft.7in. in height, with full face, 
dark, wild-looking eyes, clean shaven, wearing a dark 
greasy old frock coat, a black, greasy skull cap, and old 
slippers. The boy’s boots, which are missing, are described 
as being of black leather, with about eight buttons, size 10 
(boys), half-soled, and the uppers much worn.

WAS fortunate enough, a few days ago, to 
be presented to an intelligent man of 
experience who has just returned from 

Klondyke. He is not here on any speculative 
company-promoting scheme, and I was likely to 
ucar the truth. He cheerfully consented to be 
interviewed, and after an hour’s chat with him

about which the world is curiously interested, 
than if I hacl read a dozen books on the subject. 
I give you the spirit and almost the letter of our 
conversation. 


The Word ‘‘ Klondyke,” 
it appears, is à mispronunciation of an Indian 
word, ‘‘ Thron-dak”’ or ‘‘duick,’’ which means 
‘* plenty of fish,” from the fact that it is a noted 
salmon stream. On some of the American maps 
it is marked ‘‘Tondak.’’ After telling of the 


Discovery of Gold there in 1887 by a 
Mr. Carmach, 

my informant presages considerable trouble and 
confusion in the near future from the lack of 
system in making out claims. He said: ‘“ When 
it was fairly established that Bonanza Creek was 
rich in gold—which took a few days, for 
Klondyke had been prospected’ several times 
with no encouraging results—there was a rush 
from all over the country adjacent to the 


Settlement of Forty Mile. 


This little town was almost deserted ; men who 
had been in a chronic state of drunkenness for 


weeks were pitched into boats as ballast, and 
taken up to stake themselves a claim, and claims 
were staked by men for their friends who were 
not in the country at the time. All this gave 
rise to incessant confusion, there being no 
official person to appeal to who could legally 
regulate matters... At length the miners held 
a meeting, and appointed one of their number to 
measure off and stake the claims, and record the 
owners’ names, for which he received a fee of 
$2, it being understood that 
Each Claim-Holder 

would have to record his claim with the 
Dominion agent and pay a fee of $15. - I suspect 
a state of affairs will develop in the Klondyke 
district that will cause considerable trouble. 
Naturally, many squabbles will arise out of 
those transactious when the claims come to be 
considered valuable and worked, and these, 
together with the disputes over the extent of the 


claims, will take some time to adjust. Many of 
the claims are only about three to four hundred 
feet long, and the holders will insist on receiving 
the conventional 500, and it would seem impos- 
sible that they can hold the full measure without 
coming into collision with all the claim-holders 
on the various creeks. Many of

will be reasonable enough to quietly submit to a 
fair arrangement; but others will insist upon 
what they call their ‘ rights.’ ”’

The natives shun the Yukon region, because they 
are not gold-seekers, and cannot live there either 
as hunters or agricuiturists. There is always 
danger of over-populating a district like the 
Klondyke, Dawson, and Circle City by men 
rushing there in throngs in advance and in excess 
of the food supplies, which must be conveyed 
there at considerable outlay and great difficulty. 
Tt requires 
A Small Fortune to Live 

in such a country, as the prices charged for 
everything are necessarily high, and those who 
do not experience luck, or have it quickly, fall 
upon rough times. Hardship and suffering are 
the inevitable conditions of such sudden move- 
ments of population into ‘a new, wild, cold 
country so difficult of access as this. Less is heard 
of

than of the large fortunes realised by some; but 
in the sober history of every big mining excite- 
ment there is a sad record of disappointment, 
suffering; and death» The work of placer-mining 
is difficult under the most favourable conditions. 
It is tremendously hard work in the frozen soil 
of Alaska. There is exposure to the conditions 
of an exceptionally severe climate. There is 
uncertainty, high cost of food and other supplies, 
and a scrious lack of medicine and of physicians 
in case of illness. 


The Bullying Claim-Jumiper, the 
Cut-Throat and Thief 


have all to be reckoned with in a land where 
every man is a law vunto himself. Besides all 
this, in the Klondyke region the working year is 
brief, and it is difficult—almost impossible—to 
winter in that desolate country in its present 
state of imperfect development. = 

“For these reasons,” ` continued my com- 
panion, who has been a frequent visitor to the 
Pacific side of the United States, where the 
precious metals have been found, 


“I Strongly Advise Against Going to 
the Klondyke in Winter, 


and against going there at all unless prepared 
for hardship and the severest toil. There are, 
no doubt, fortunes to be dug up, principally in 
the frozen soil of the Klondyke gulches ; but a 
small proportion of those who brave the rigours 
of this almost inaccessible country will return 
with the coveted gold in sufficient quantity to 
repay them for their toil. I would not deter any- 
one who is prepared to meet the hard conditions 
of Arctic mining from taking his chance of 
fortune on the Klondyke. ‘The pity of it is that 
thousands will swarm there unprepared, without 
any conception of what they are risking. The 
harvest which they hoped would be abundant will 
prove to most of them unfruitful in the net 
result of anything but 


Disappointment, Hardship, Suffering, 
and Perhaps Death.” 


As this is an official, reliable opinion from an 
intelligent, trustworthy traveller who knows 
exactly what he is talking about, it deserves to 
be widely known and disseminated.

“They all begin at Seattle. The fare from

New York to Seattle, vid the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, is $68, and the trip lasts five days. 
From Seattle there are two routes to the 
Klondyke. One is by way of the Trading 
Company’s steamers to the mouth of the 
Yukon at St. Michael, and thence up the 
Yukon by boats 


To Dawson City. 


The fare by this route is $180, and 150 pounds of 
baggage are allowed to each passenger. The 
other routes are by way of Juneau. The fare to 
Juneau from Seattle is $17 second class. From 
Juneau there are two routes: the better known 
is by way of the Chilkoot Pass, and then by a 
long succession of 
Portages and Waterways to the 
Klondyke. 

On this route every pound of luggage must be 
carried through the pass either by the traveller 
himself or on the backs of Indians or mules. 
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There are but few Indians to be hired, and mules 
are scarce. Another route, called 


The Dalton Trail, 


passes through the Chilkoot Pass and over a 
prairie route either entirely by land to Fort 
Selkirk or to where the.Pelly River joins the 
Yukon, and thence by water. This route has 
forty-two horses on it for baggage ; and in the 
spring it is promised that as many more will be 
provided. The route by way of 


St. Michael and the Yukon Steamers 


is 3000 miles long, 1700 miles being on the 
Yukon, and is traversed in thirty-five days. 
Navigation closes on the Yukon in September, 
and does not reopen until June.” 

I thanked my friend from abroad for his 
information; and as we were about to separate 
he said: ‘‘There is a small matter not yet 
mentioned in the papers. It is the impossibility 
of indulging in the luxury of cleanliness ont in 
those ice-bound gold-fields. There are

that I could find. It is the custom to wear the 
same shirt—collars are unknown—all winter. It 
is too bitterly cold to take them off, and there are 
few washing-days. Fuel is too expensive to be 
used in boiling a kettle of underwear. The men 
wash their own socks and dry them on the 
rocks. Some go entirely without shirts, and 
wear furs.” 


I think, upon the whole, after listening atten- 


tively to the recital of these unattractive facts, 
that I shall be in no hurry to attempt Klondyke. 
I entertain a profound respect for immaculate 
shirts, to say nothing of unattached collars. I 
prefer submitting to a laundress my half-hose, 
and I do not fancy roast dog as a side dish at 
dinner. London, Paris, New York are good 
enough for me, especially in the winter, where, 
happily, the mercury does not register sixty 
degrees below zero.
